BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. Section 10-11A-2 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1983,
Chapter 263, Section 2) i1s amended to read:
"10-11A-2. DEFINITIONS.--As used in the Volunteer
Firefighters Retirement Act:
A. Tassociation" means the public employees

retirement association;

B. "board™ means the retirement board of the public

employees retirement association;
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C. "fire department™ means any volunteer fTire
department certified by the [state] fire [marshal-s—-oFFice]

marshal bureau of the insurance division of the public

requlation commission;

D. "fund" means the volunteer firefighters
retirement fund; and

E. "member™ means any volunteer nonsalaried
firefighter who is listed as an active member on the rolls of a
fire department and whose first year of service credit was
accumulated during or after the year he attained the age of

sixteen and no later than during the year in which he attained

the age of forty-five. [Exceluded—Frommembership—is—any
